The CaſeStated. 
, Bove 60 years ago, the Pariſh or Wardenry of Towghil was annext 


to the See of Cloyn, to augment its Revenue, which was very 

mall. The Tyth of Toughil 15 about 44 1. per annum, out of which 

a third part, or half, and all the {mall Dues, have been allowed 
the Curate for officiating. The Glebe, and two Houſes amount to al- 
moſt 35 /. per annum, in all 79 /. | 

The Corporation and their Agent, ſay 'tis 2001. per annum, and' in 
their Petition to the Council, 150 /. per annum. 

For peace ſake, the whole Parith has been offered them, if they will pay 
1000. per annum to the Biſhop, and 50l. to the Curate, beſides the ſmall 
Duties ; and to make the Incumbent, who has the attual Cure of Souls t501, 
[the leaſt a worthy man can have for tlic diſcharge of ſo great a- Cure.] 
The Biſhop will implore the Governments aſſiſtance, and will add the 
firſt convenient Living in his Donation : All which being Rejected by 
the Corporation, a valuation of the Houſes, is humbly craved for the 
. Incumbent, who has attual Cure of Souls, according to the Statute ; 

' For theſe Reaſons, + 

Firſt, The Title, 'tis a» Ai for proviſion of Miniſters. in Cities and Towns 
Corporate, &c. without exception of Toughit, or any Town Corporate 
whatever, by adding a charge on each Houſe and Houſes in each Pariſh, &C. 
as in the Ac. 5 

Secondly, 'The Preamble of the Act gives the Reaſon or Motive, why 
Houſes were to be charged, ' viz. Whereas in Cities and Towns Corporate, 
there are ſmall or no Tyths or other Duties, &c. Whereas is a Note ot Con- 


ceſhon, and takes tor Granted ; which ſhews undeniably, that Parlia- 
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ment was fully ſatisfied there was ſma//W2ouifion tor Miniſters, in Cities, 
Gc. or- an At. would not have been made to charge each Zouſe 
and Houſes in cach Pariſh reſpectively, without Erception. All Enquiry 
therefore, whether Miniſters had Pzoviſſion i» Cities and Towns Cor- 
porate, is excluded [except into ſuch Towns as were Incorporated” ſince 
. the faid Act was made, whereon 1t could not. pals its Judgment. } 

Indeed, had the word bcen UMHere here are ſmall or #s Tythes, &c. that 
would have neceſiitated Enquiry, and doubtlets the Parhament would 
have uſed that word, had that been their Intention, but whereas, or ſeeing, 
or ſince, or becaule, there are ſmall or no Tythes, &c. determins the mat- 
ter, andſtops all enquiry. | 

In Cites and Towns Corporate, there cannot be much Tyth or other Dn- 
ties, viz. Marriages, Offerings, Churchings, Sc. which are all the Wz0- 
viſion the Act mentions, and which the Parlament could not but know 
were too uncertain, as well as too ſmall for Miniſters P2oviſſon. 

Glebe Lands are not mentioned in the AR, we cannot think the Par- 
liarent torgot them, or did not know that they might belong ro Mini- 
ſters in Towns Corporate, or thought them contained in the words other 
Duties : 1 preſume it cannot be proved by Law, or Authentick writing, 
or Land-Lords Leaſes, that Duties fignifie Lands, but ſmall Dues com- 
monly called Perquiſits. | 

The Act then mentioning, only, ſuch Profits as did, or might a- 
riſe in Cities, &c. and nothing elle plainly, ſpeaks 1ts intent co be, that 
Cities and Towns containing much people, which require much Care 
and much Pains, ſhould ws; A provifon for thoſe who had the care of 
their Souls: Now there being but ſmall or no Tythes or other Duties 
ariſing in Cities and Towns Corporate, Equity required that the Houſes 
wherein they dwelt and got their gain [or ſomewhat equivalent] ſhould 
be charged tor Þ2oviſion for their Miniſters. All the Proviſion in them 
ſettled bh Law not being enough, and {eems to have no eye on the Gleoes, 
or any remote emolument, whereon poſſibly, not « Soul lived that re- 
quired a Miniſters care. 

Thirdly, What Reaſon is there, that 3 or 400 Families [ſet a Miniſter 
have never ſo much elſe where] thould have daily Prayers, Preaching, 
Catechiſing, and all Spirituals Sowed to them, and they Communicate 
nothing of their Temporalities. 

Fourthly, Where is the Equity that two or three Farmers [too remote 
it may be to come to Church, or of principle which will not ſuffer them 
to come] ſhould maintain Miniſters for 3 or 400 Families to enjoy all the 
benefits of the Miniſtry. 

Fifthly, In the body of the AR 'tis humbly conceived, ſhall and may be 
lawful for the chief Gevernours and Council to allot, &c. lays an Obligation to 
allot and charge, &c. Serjeant Osbhurn, and others [Council againſt the 
Church] own'd at the Council board, that ſhall and may was a civil Ex- 


preſſion for mult, otherwiſe there would be no Obligation on the — 
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cil to allot = _ in any City or Town Corporate whatever [unleſs 
they pleaſed} t oring no imperative words but thoſe ; and then theAGty 
for Þzoviffon of Miniſters in Towns Corporate, might be quite conſtrued 
away, and give nothing in any City or Town whatever : But certainly 
the Ad intended (ometiing ; and made the chief Governours and Couns 
cil, not ſo much Arbitrators of the Law, whether the Clergy ſhould have 
ſomething, or notfting, by the Act, as 'Truſlces, to maintain the rights it 
gives the Clergy ; and 'tis not doubted but they will defead them againit 
ſuch who for little Intereſts of their own, or to ingratiate with great 
men would defrand thern of the benefit of the Act. 

Laſtly, Will not refuſeing the eſtabliſht Miniſters by Law their ref 
ive valntions in Towns Corporate [eſpecially in the poorer ſort} ;nable 
the Inhabitants more eaſily to contribute towards Diflenting, or Popiſh 
Miniſters, which may look like incouraging Diviſion, as granting them, 
muſt difcourage it, moſt thinking it enough to' pay once to any Miniſtry. 


0B.) As to the pretence of a Competency without a valuation of Houſes : 
Firſt, there is no fuch uncertain, and as applyed inſignificant word 
in the AR, tho' ſome endeavour to have it thought there is. And if 
they were to determine the word, a ſmall pittance ſhould be a Compe- 
tence for Clergy-mea. | 


Secondly, No At can allow of the word ; it being impoſſible to ſet its 


bounds. Is 501. per annum a Competency for a Miniſter with a Wife and 


two or three Children? would it not be roo little if he ſhould have four 
or five? and may it not be too much if the Wife and Children died ? 
Is 2001. per annum the Competency > It ſo, the Council could not have 
granted Seaven valuations tor St. Michan's, the firſt being 2001. and bet- 
ter, nor could any Commillion ifſue to value any Parith, or part of a 
Pariſh which is 200. per amwmn already. The contrary of which is evi- 
dent in ſeveral Pariſhes in Dublin. 

Thirdly, When the Charity Town Corporate Miniſters muſt give ; the 
Hoſpitality they muſt uſe ; the expences for Books and Cloathing, above 
 otherMiniſters; and Proviſion for Wives and Children are conſidered as 


ought, 2001. per annum will not extravagantly inrich them in Cities 
and Towns Corporate.

1s- 
valued, in many of them the charge of a Patent wou'd be 10, zo, or 39 
Years purchale. 

Yet ſure in Conſcience, fuch Inhabitants ought to pay what the Law 
weuld have done, could it be put in Execution.
